,  I„ha',\thr  h°nOUr  t0  Submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  City  of  Leicester  for  the  year  1940. 

This  report,  like  that  for  last  year,  is  considerably  curtailed  owing 
to  the  need  for  economy. 


Statistics, 

Apart  from  the  death-rate  the  statistical  returns  are  average 
and  require  no  special  comment.  The  death-rate  for  ,940  was 
14-47.  which  is  one  of  the  highest  rates  recorded  since  the  beginning 
o  the  century.  Study  of  the  statistics  relative  to  this  rate  shows 
that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  two  periods  of  the 

year  viz.,  the  nine  weeks  from  mid-January  to  mid-March,  and 
the  last  six  weeks  of  the  year. 

The  first  period  was  a  time  of  exceptional  cold  and  was  com¬ 
plicated  by  an  influenzal  outbreak.  During  these  nine  weeks,  7c 
persons  died  from  influenza  out  of  a  total  for  the  whole  year  of  86; 
t  ere  was  also  an  undue  preponderance  of  deaths  among  the  aged. 

The  second  period  commenced  in  the  week  ending  22rd 
November,  when  the  death-rate  suddenly  rose  from  9.1  in  the 
previous  week  to  21.3.  In  these  six  weeks  628  deaths  were  regis¬ 
tered  compared  with  282  for  the  previous  six  weeks.  There  was 
again  an  increased  incidence  among  the  aged.

General  Remarks. 

All  branches  of  the  department  have  necessarily  laboured  under 
difficulties  during  the  year  which  this  report  records.  In  spite  of 
some  decrease  in  the  numerical  strength  of  the  staff  the  City  Health 
Services  have  been  maintained  at  a  very  high  level.  Everything 
that  could  be  done  has  been  done  to  promote  a  healthy  environ¬ 
ment  for  the  population  and  to  give  personal  instruction  through 
the  various  clinics  and  other  agencies  of  the  department  on  the  best 
ways  in  which  to  live  a  healthy  life  in  war-time. 

The  departments  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectorate  and  Public  Analyst 
have  continued  to  safeguard  our  food  supplies,  which  are  of 
increasing  importance  in  war-time. 

The  department  has  done  all  it  can  to  guarantee  the  purity  and 
wholesomeness  of  articles  of  food  sold.  Unfortunately,  a  flood  of 
what  can  only  be  described  as  “catchpenny  lines” — cheap  food 
substitutes — has  descended  on  us,  and  although  perhaps  it  is  not 
strictly  the  duty  of  the  Health  Department  to  prevent  people  from 
spending  their  money  unwisely,  every  step  has  been  taken  to  exclude 
from  sale  articles  which  are  really  fraudulent  in  that  they  purport 
to  be  something  they  are  not.  Further  details  are  given  in  the 
Public  Analyst’s  report. 

Finally,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  to  express  to  all  the  staff  of  the 
department  my  appreciation  of  another  year’s  work,  carried  out 
often  under  considerable  difficulty  and  yet  done  well  with  hearty 
co-operation  between  all  ranks  for  the  good  of  the  city. 

To  you,  Sir,  and  to  your  committee  I  express  my  grateful  thanks 
for  your  interest  and  guidance  in  the  work.

798  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year  1940,  the  largest 
number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  ever  admitted  to  the  hospital  since  it 
was  opened. 

Of  the  798  cases,  40  were  evacuees  and  9  were  Service  cases. 

Additional  accommodation  for  diphtheria  had  to  be  obtained 
by  utilising  two  blocks  in  the  Leicester  Frith  Institution. 

The  disease  generally  remained  of  the  severe  malignant  tvpe, 
and  of  those  cases  in  which  classification  of  types  of  germs  were 
carried  out,  ‘‘gravis’  was  markedly  predominant.  The  case 
mortality  rate,  7.7  per  cent.,  shows  an  increase  since  last  year.  The 
increase  has  been  gradual  since  1937. 

In  the  current  year  there  appears  to  be  a  slight  increase  in  cases 
admitted  to  hospital  in  the  later  stages  of  the  disease. 

Three  patients  with  respiratory  paralysis  were  treated  in  the 
Both  Respirator;  two  children  recovered  and  one  died.

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FOREWORD 

BY  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

I  lie  annexed  report  is  one  of  exceptional  interest.  I  would 
recommend  a  careful  study  of  the  Statistics  with  free  use  of  the 
imagination,  for  only  in  this  way  will  be  obtained  a  true  picture 
of  the  function  of  the  Hospital  and  of  the  valuable  work  it  is 
performing. 

(a)  A  brief  survey  of  a  quarter  of  a  century’s  work  is  given. 

(b)  Over  6,000  admissions,  nearly  900  births,  an  average  of  over 
450  beds  occupied  (highest  526,  lowest  392)— these  figures 
speak  for  themselves. 

(c)  The  Statistical  Table  giving  returns  for  the  last  nine  years 

is,  however,  interesting.  In  nine  years  admissions  have 
increased  two-and-a-half-fold,  confinements  six-fold,  opera¬ 
tions  nearly  ten  times,  X-ray  films  exposed  five-and-a-lialf 
times,  and  the  Pathological  Department  ten-fold. 

The  figures  are  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital.

The  period  of  my  report  covers  a  period  of  change  in  the 
Medical  Superintendency  of  this  Hospital.  Dr.  E.  C.  Hadley,  after 
twenty-six  years’  devoted  service,  retired  on  31st  May,  1940. 
During  his  period  of  office  many  great  changes,  both  evolutionary 
and  revolutionary,  were  brought  about  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Hospital  Committee,  who  showed  their  appreciation  of  his  great 
services  to  the  hospital  by  a  presentation  at  the  Nurses’  Prizegiving 
in  June,  1940.  I  should  like  to  express  my  own  personal  thanks  to 
him  for  unfailing  kindness  and  help  when  I  acted  as  his  deputy  for 
4/a  years. 

In  view  of  the  great  local  interest  shown  in  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  Hospital,  a  short  history  of  the  institution  from  its  earliest  days 
is  included  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  increase  in  admissions,  due  to  patients  not 
normally  eligible  being  admitted  under  the  Emergency  Medical 
Service,  several  extra  temporary  stalf  appointments  have  been 
created.  These  consist  of  an  extra  junior  resident  medical  officer, 
dispenser,  radiographer  and  masseuse.  As  a  result  of  this  the 
Dispensary,  X-ray  and  Massage  Departments  can  now  work  fully 
staffed  seven  days  a  week.  This  is  a  matter  of  great  importance 
when  a  sudden  influx  of  casualties  may  occur  at  any  moment.  This 
is  a  type  of  work  not  normally  carried  out  by  the  Hospital. 

The  Nursing  Staff  have  been  augmented  by  the  Civil  Nursing 
Reserve,  whose  members  have  been  fully  trained,  partially  trained 
and  untrained.  Their  help  has  been  of  a  very  high  order,  and  it 
can  be  confidently  stated  that  without  them  the  Nursing  Services 
of  the  Hospital  would  have  been  working  at  a  very  great 
disadvantage. 
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I  have  to  welcome  to  this  Hospital  Mr.  T.  M.  J.  d’Offay,  the  new 
Deputy  Medical  Superintendent,  who  now  takes  over  the  greater 
part  of  the  surgical  work  of  the  Hospital,  which  is  ever  increasing. 
I  should  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Drs.  Abramson,  Wiseman, 
Gore-Grimes,  Mitchell,  Overton,  Parker,  Terry  and  Scott,  who  were 
here  for  various  periods  in  the  year,  for  their  active  professional 
help. 

The  services  of  the  Visiting  Consultants  Staff  have  been  utilised 
to  the  full,  and  their  opinions  have  been  of  the  greatest  value  in 
many  difficult  cases. 

With  the  extra  work  entailed  by  the  war,  special  thanks  are 
due  to  our  many  voluntary  workers  in  various  Departments : 
Clerical  work :  Mrs.  Haylock  and  Mrs.  Dawson;  Massage :  Miss 
Bough  ton;  Dispensary.  Mrs.  Dixon  and  Miss  Thompson;  Pa  tho¬ 
logical  Laboratory :  Miss  Elkins,  Ph.D.;  Library :  Mrs.  York  and 
Miss  Goddard.  The  Hospital  Library  has  continued  its  very 
valuable  work  on  an  ever-increasing  scale. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Hospital 
Sub-Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  a  difficult 
Hospital  year  in  an  exceedingly  perilous  period  of  our  national 
history. 


History  of  North  Evington  Infirmary  and  the 
City  General  Hospital. 

1903  :  Building  operations  commenced  for  the  erection  of  the  North 
Evington  Poor  Law  Infirmary. 

1905 :  On  September  28th,  the  Poor  Law  Infirmary  was  opened  and 
the  patients  were  largely  senile,  chronic  and  incontinent 
cases,  certified  mental  cases,  phthisis  cases,  and  all  kinds  of 
infectious  diseases,  both  children  and  adults.  The  approved 
number  of  beds  numbered  550. 

1908:  In  a  report  to  the  Infirmary  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer 
stated  that  in  the  first  three-and-a-quarter  years  420  patients 
had  been  admitted  and  that  68  operations  had  been  per¬ 
formed.  He  also  recommended,  in  order  that  progress 
should  be  maintained,  the  provision  of  an  operating  theatre, 
Rontgen  Ray  apparatus  and  a  Pathological  room  for  examina¬ 
tion  and  preservation  of  specimens, 

1914 :  The  first  Medical  Superintendent  was  appointed,  the 
Infirmary  previously  having  had  a  part-time  visiting  Medical 
Officer. 


1930 :  The  Health  Committee  of  the  City  took  over  the  Institution 
and  re-named  it:  “The  City  General  Hospital,  Leicester.” 

Since  that  date  the  principal  events  have  been :  — 

1.  The  increase  of  the  whole-time  Medical  Staff  from  1  Medical 
Superintendent  and  2  Resident  Medical  Officers,  to  1  Medical 
Superintendent  and  Physician,  1  Deputy  Medical  Superintendent 
and  Surgeon,  and  6  Resident  Medical  Officers  (3  for  Medical,  2  for 
Obstetrical  and  1  for  Surgical  duties). 

2.  The  appointment  of  a  panel  of  15  Visiting  Consultants  in 
the  various  branches  of  Medicine  and  Surgery . 

3.  The  abolition  of  the  admission  of  patients  by  the  Receiving 
Officer.  Patients  are  only  accepted  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
Medical  Practitioner. 

4.  Senile,  chronic,  mental  and  acute  infectious  disease  cases  are 
no  longer  considered  suitable  for  admission. 

5.  The  limitation  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  cases  to  a  few 
males  recommended  by  the  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer. 

6.  The  provision  of  a  Special  Orthopaedic  Department. 

7.  The  enlargement  of  the  Maternity  Department  from  about 
100  confinements  to  1,000  confinements  per  year. 

8.  The  provision  of  extra  Nursing,  Dispensary,  Pathological. 
X-ray  and  Massage  Staff,  owing  to  the  enormous  increase  in  work 
of  all  these  Departments. 

9.  The  general  increase  of  admissions  from  2,300  to  6,100  per 
year.

ORTHOPAEDIC  DEPARTMENT. 

This  Department,  which  is  a  special  feature  of  the  Hospital,  and 
is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Leslie  Morris  F.R.C.S.,  has  maintained 
its  very  high  standard  of  work.  It  has  been  dealing  with  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  extra  patients  not  normally  eligible  for  this 
Hospital,  but  who  come  under  the  special  Emergency  Medical 
Service  scheme. 

MATERNITY  AND  GYNAECOLOGY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  the  department  is  still  rapidly  increasing,  and  the 
results  testify  to  its  efficient  working.  The  number  of  confinements 
has  risen  from  728  during  1939  to  895  for  the  current  year. 

Clinics  are  now  held  every  morning  in  the  week  (except  Sunday) 
and  post  natal  inspection,  supervision  and  treatment  maintained 
through  the  post-natal  clinics.

MIDWIVES. 

During  the  year  1940,  91  midwives  notified  their  intention  to 
practise.  Of  these,  21  were  Municipal  Midwives,  15  were  midwives 
in  independent  district  practice  and  the  remaining  55  were  practising 
in  maternity  hospitals  or  maternity  homes. 

THE  MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SCHEME. 

The  oiganisation  of  this  service,  which  was  summarised  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1938,  remains  essentially  the  same.  Twenty -one 
midwives  serve  the  Citv,  which  is  divided  into  eight  areas,  each  served 
by  a  team  of  one  to  four  midwives. 

Mrs.  F.  M.  Nuttall,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  retired  during  the  year  and 
was  replaced  by  Mrs.  F.  M.  Brailsford,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M. 

Miss  L.  Harding,  S.C.M.,  was  suspended  from  practice  and  later 
dismissed  the  service  owing  to  financial  irregularities.  Certain 
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adjustments  in  four  areas  were  made  at  the  time  of  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  her  successor,  Miss  P.  Spink,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.

The  figures  show  an  increase  of  38  new  patients  and  411  visits 
on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  This  is  less  than  was  antici¬ 
pated,  as  there  has  been  a  marked  preference  on  the  part  of  many 
patients  to  seek  admission  to  hospital,  even  when  no  abnormality 
was  suspected.  War-time  conditions  and  the  absence  of  husbands 
on  active  service  or  war  work  have  made  it  difficult  for  pregnant 
women  to  contemplate  their  lying-in  period  at  home. 

OBSTETRIC  CONSULTANTS. 

During  1940  a  consultant  was  called  in  to  10  cases,  3  ante-natal, 
4  natal  and  3  post-natal  emergencies.  The  nature  of  the  emergen¬ 
cies  was  as  follows: — Pyrexia  2,  delayed  labour  1,  prematurity  and 
toxaemia  1,  disproportion  1,  albuminuria  1,  ante-partum  haemorr¬ 
hage  1,  uterine  inertia  1,  delayed  obstetric  shock  1,  and  pyelitis  of 
pregnancy,  threatened  premature  labour,  1.

(a)  That  the  circumstances  causing  decrease  in  the  number  of 
sessions  held  in  1939  have  been  overcome  and  the  number  of 
sessions  held  is  greater  than  in  1938. 

(b)  The  total  attendances  have  decreased,  as  was  to  be  expected 
with  the  establishment  of  an  appointment  basis. 

(c)  The  first  visits  of  children  under  one  year  and  over  one  year 
show  an  increase  of  404  and  297  respectively,  an  indication  that 
the  limitation  of  numbers  is  not  excluding  the  new  cases. 

(d)  The  absence  of  a  doctor  from  24  sessions  was  due  chiefly  to 
the  extra  medical  work  in  connection  with  the  reception  of  evacuees. 
The  part-time  “locums”  previously  available  are  now  engaged  on 
full-time  work. 

(e)  In  spite  of  the  decrease  noted  in  (d)  the  number  of  medical 
consultations  was  increased  by  1,015  to  a  total  of  22,697. 

THE  INFANTS’  MILK  DEPOT  (18  KING  STREET). 

These  premises  were  rendered  unfit  by  enemy  action  in  the 
autumn  of  1940.  The  Infant  Welfare  Centres  had  to  be  suspended 
and  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  transferred  temporarily  until  new 
premises  were  available  some  months  later.

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COMMENT  BY  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

In  submitting  Mr.  Bullock’s  report  I  desire  to  draw  attention  to 
two  matters  particularly  mentioned. 

Mr.  Hitcheo. 

The  death  of  the  Deputy  Analyst  (Mr.  O.  Hitchen,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.) 
by  enemy  action  is  most  sincerely  to  be  deplored.  Mr.  Hitchen, 
who  had  been  loaned  to  H.M.  Admiralty  for  the  duration  of  the 
war,  had,  while  he  was  at  Leicester,  made  a  most  favourable  impres¬ 
sion  on  those  with  whom  he  had  come  into  contact.  His  ability  as 
an  Analyst  was  considerable  and  his  personality  most  acceptable. 

“Catchpenny  Lines” 

Mr.  Bullock  points  out  the  poor  quality  of  many  of  the  articles 
now  on  sale  to  the  public  as  of  value  in  substitution  for  foods  difficult 
to  obtain.  The  skill  of  the  advertiser  is  often  used  to  the  full  m 
boosting  a  practically  valueless  product,  and  in  many  instances 
there  has  been  infringement  of  the  spirit  if  not  of  the  lettei  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Purchasers  should  beware  of  articles  sold  as  substitutes  01  jl^c,t 
as  good  as  so  and  so,”  or  as  of  use  in  extending  rationed  articles, 
e.g.,  tea,  beyond  their  ordinary  limits.  The  Department  is  doing 
its  best  to  exclude  this  type  of  article  from  Leicester  shops  and  has 
been  fully  supported  in  its  efforts  by  the  owners  and  managers  of 
the  shops  concerned.

INTRODUCTION. 

In  presenting  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report  on  the  work  carried 
out  in  the  City  Laboratory,  I  again  reduce  most  of  the  data  to 
tabular  form,  wherein  those  interested  will  find  the  maximum 
amount  of  material  in  a  minimum  amount  of  printed  space. 


Staff. 

The  Chief  Assistant  (Mr.  O.  Hitchen,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.),  was  lent  to 
the  Admiralty  for  the  duration  of  the  war  and  was  not  replaced. 
Messrs.  Smart  and  Wright,  Junior  Assistants,  pulled  whatever  extra 
weight  was  necessary  in  a  most  praiseworthy  manner  to  ensure  com¬ 
pletion  of  all  essential  work. 

Mr.  Hitchen  was  killed  by  enemy  action  early  this  year  and  his 
loss  is  keenly  regretted. 

Legislation. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  continues  in  force  and  is  modified 
from  time  to  time  by  various  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders.  Inevitably 
in  war-time,  these  are  mainly  retrograde  in  effect,  e.g.,  boric  acid, 
condemned  as  a  food  ingredient  after  many  years’  controversy,  is 
now  permitted  in  bacon  and  margarine,  and  in  articles  of  food  con¬ 
taining  them;  nitrite  may  be  used  as  such  in  the  preparation  of 
ham,  bacon  and  cooked  pickled  meat;  sausages  must  not  contain 
more  than  a  certain  maximum  amount  of  meat! 

Standards  for  other  articles  of  food  are  still  not  forthcoming. 


Food  and  Drug  Samples. 

Deviations  from  satisfactory  standards  are  listed  in  Tables  C 
and  D.  It  will  be  seen  that  most  types  of  offence  are  “hardy 
annuals”  —  watered  milks,  milks  deprived  of  their  fat,  watered 
whisky,  “cream”  cheese  made  from  skimmed  milk,  raspberry  jam 
containing  very  few  raspberries,  sweet  spirits  of  nitre  deteriorated 
by  improper  storage,  etc.,  etc. 

Details  of  a  few  less  usual  forms  of  offence  follow:  — 

A  sample  of  Buttered  Rolls  (No.  731)  consisted  of  rolls  spread 
with  margarine.  The  extent  of  the  offence  in  this  case  appeared 
to  be  the  inability  of  the  shop-keeper  to  work  out  the  past  participle 
of  the  verb  “to  margarine,”  as,  under  the  conditions  of  sale  and  in 
view  of  the  price  charged,  most  regular  customers  of  the  firm  con¬ 
cerned  knew  or  assumed  that  margarine  was  being  supplied.  Since 
the  sample  was  submitted  privately,  however,  at  least  one  sanguine 
customer  was  deceived  and  felt  prejudiced  by  not  receiving  genuine 
butter. 

A  case  of  Raspberry  Drops  (No.  972) — a  pink  boiled  sweet,  con¬ 
taining  400  parts  per  million  of  added  sulphur  dioxide — illustrates 
a  curious  food  faking  complex.  It  is  appreciated  that  few  boiled 
sweets,  not  excluding  barley  sugar,  are  produced  in  the  simplest  and 
most  wholesome  manner  possible,  but  the  majority  are  either  artifi¬ 
cially  coloured  with  synthetic  dyes  to  increase  eye  appeal,  and  there¬ 
fore  sales,  or  are  bleached  with  sulphur  dioxide  to  induce  a  false 
estimate  of  their  purity.  In  the  present  instance,  as  a  result  of  what 
reasoning  it  is  difficult  to  imagine,  both  operations  had  been  carried 
out. 

A  sample  of  Sugar  (No.  S.89)  contained  a  small  proportion  of 
sand.  Sand  in  sugar  is  popularly  supposed  to  be  one  of  the  classical 
forms  of  adulteration,  but  it  is  seldom  met  with  in  real  life  by 
Analysts.  In  the  case  of  the  present  sample  an  air-raid  shelter  was 
being  built  near  to  the  shop  and  some  of  the  building  material  was 
supposed  to  have  got  into  the  sugar  in  windy  weather. 

Another  sample  of  sugar,  submitted  privately,  contained  64  per 
cent,  of  ground  rice. 

An  informal  sample  of  Potted  Meat  (No.  1288),  purchased  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  events,  was  found  to  contain  half  a  cockroach. 
On  behalf  of  some  unknown  purchaser  an  effort  was  made  to  trace 
the  other  half,  but  without  avail. 
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A  sample  of  Bismuth  Lozenges  (No.  1723)  contained  6.1  per  cent, 
of  French  chalk.  French  chalk  is  not  necessary  or  desirable  in 
such  lozenges  and  is  not  authorised  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
Makers  of  some  unofficial  bismuth  tablets  openly  declared  the 
piesence  of  French  chalk  in  their  products,  under  the  euphemistic 
term  lubricant,”  but  they  do  not  point  out  that  the  lubricating 
action  is  lelative  to  the  dies  of  their  tablet-making  machines  and 
not  to  the  alimentary  canals  of  their  customers. 

It  was  stated  in  the  1939  Report  that  “substitute  products  will 
inevitably  appear  and  be  used,  and  the  attention  of  Public  Analysts 
will  have  to  be  directed  more  than  ever  to  the  question  of  prevent¬ 
ing  (a)  unwholesome  substitutes,  and  (b)  fraudulent  dilution.” 

At  the  time  of  writing  there  are  many  catchpenny  lines  on  the 
market  for  which  the  term  “substitute  product”  would  amount  to 
flattery.  By  their  very  nature  these  substances  are  inviting  drastic 
action,  as  the  claims  made  for  them  and  the  prices  charged  are 
usually  out  of  all  proportion  to  their  intrinsic  values. 

In  the  year  under  review,  an  article  called  “Lingfomilk”  was 
encountered  (Nos.  1297  and  1754)  attractively  packed  and  glowingly 
described,  which  produced,  when  the  instructions  were  followed"  a 
liquid  containing  1.29  per  cent,  milk  fat,  3.87  per  cent,  non-fatty 
milk  solids,  plus  a  little  sucrose,  at  a  cost  of  4/2d.  per  pint  to  the 
consumer.  This  article  was  exported  from  Holland,  packed  in 
England,  and  was  compounded  in  such  a  manner  as  to  keep  it 
beyond  the  scope  of  the  Dried  Milk  Regulations,  1923.  It  is  doubt¬ 
ful  if  many  users  would  be  impressed  by  the  “wonder”  and  versa¬ 
tility  of  this  article  as  described  by  the  packers.  Present  food  legis¬ 
lation  is  not  too  helpful  to  Public  Analysts  to  protect  the  public 
from  many  of  these  special  lines,  but  first-hand  experience  of  many 
of  them  confirms  one  in  the  aptness  at  the  present  time  of  the 
Latin  tag,  “caveat  emptor.”  In  plain  English,  do  not  buy  onion 
substitutes,  lemon  substitutes,  egg  substitutes,  magic  compounds  for 
extending  the  tea  ration,  sweetening  agents,  or  any  such  commo¬ 
dities,  without  first  having  expert  advice.

GOVERNMENT  LIVE-STOCK  CONTROL 

In  January  the  Government  control  of  live-stock  came  into  force, 
and  all  slaughtering  of  animals  for  food  was  transferred  to  the 
slaughterhouses  situated  at  the  Corporation  Cattle  Market.  This 
necessitated  increasing  the  staff  of  inspectors  there  up  to  five  and,  at 
times,  six. 

Slaughtering  is  done  at  these  slaughterhouses  for  the  whole  of 
the  city  and  certain  surrounding  districts,  supplying  a  population 
of  approximately  450,000. 

Under  the  system  now  in  force  no  carcase  or  part  of  a  carcase  is 
permitted  to  leave  the  premises  until  it  has  been  inspected. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  there  has  been  a  very  considerable  increase 
in  the  weight  of  meat  condemned  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  previous  years,  as  the  following  figures  show:  —

I  hereby  submit  a  brief  report  on  the  Venereal  Diseases  scheme 
for  Leicester  and  Leicestershire  for  the  year  1940. 

Most  of  the  work  is  conducted  at  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  V.D. 
Departments.  A  small  proportion  of  female  cases  are  treated  at 
St.  Mary’s  Home,  Ashleigh  Road,  Leicester,  and  any  patients  in 
the  City  General  Hospital  who  have  venereal  diseases  are  under  the 
consultative  guidance  of  the  Director  of  V.D.  Services. 

The  out-patient  V.D.  department  at  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary 
is  new  and  modern,  forming  part  of  the  very  finely-equipped  and 
recently  built  out-patient  department  of  that  hospital.  The 
in-patient  department  is  as  in  previous  years  and  provides  accom¬ 
modation  for  male  and  female  patients. 

Dr.  Kathleen  Lodge  is  in  charge  of  the  female  department  and 
Dr.  Newton-Davies  assists.  Dr.  Hugh  Atkinson  is  assistant  in  the 
male  department.  Male  and  female  departments  are  under  one 
directorship.

I  have  been  extremely 
fortunate  in  the  fact  that  my  services  have  been  made  use  of  in 
various  ways  in  consultation  with  the  Army  authorities  stationed  in 
the  surrounding  areas.  Lectures,  with  lantern  slide  demonstrations, 
to  members  of  the  Forces  now  total  34. 

Various  factors  have  influenced  the  total  number  of  attendances 
during  the  year.  Many  of  the  younger  male  patients  have  joined 
one  of  the  Services;  soldiers  requiring  treatment  are  increasing  in 
number;  the  distribution  of  the  population  has  changed;  travelling 
facilities  to  and  from  the  treatment  centre  have  altered;  modern 
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methods  of  treatment  (e.g.,  chemotherapy)  have  in  some  cases 
shortened  the  duration  of  treatment. 

It  would  not  be  correct  to  put  on  record  here  the  numbers  for 
the  Services.  The  following  numbers  include  all  cases  (civilians 
and  Services),  and  the  numbers  in  brackets  are  the  corresponding 
numbers  for  the  previous  year.  More  details  are  obtainable  from 
the  Official  Ministry  of  Health  Return — Form  V.D.  (R.)  (revised 
1939) :  —

The  extra  work  which  it  has  involved  has  been  well 
worth  while,  and  I  feel  sure  that  it  has  a  considerable  effect  in 
reducing  the  incidence  of  venereal  disease. 

The  letters  of  appreciation  which  I  have  received  from  the  Army 
Command  concerned  and  from  Army  units  are  very  encouraging. 

I  acknowledge  my  great  indebtedness  to  Dr.  Kathleen  Lodge 
who  has  helped  so  much  to  make  the  Venereal  Diseases  scheme 
run  smoothly  and  well.
